At the conclusion of iiu oftlcial dis- 
patch to this Government on the sub 
jectof tho railway, dated October Gth, 
Sir John JMcdonald informs this 
Government that "I write." Tho dis- 
patch sees tho light of day through 
the columns of the latest Gazette; but 
Sir John Macdoxald's accompanying 
communication is not given. The la 
test advices from tho Fedora! Capital 
arc to tho 22d ult., and as Sir John 
wrote on tlie Gth of that month his 
letter must now be in tho hands of this 
Government. Without wisliing to be 
understood as seeking to jiry into ex 
ecutivc secrets, we think the public 
have a right to ask that that communi- 
cation shall bo published. Anything 
that may have a bearing on railway 
construction within tho Province is 
public property and should bo regarded 
as such by the Government. If tlie 
Federal Premier intended that his com 
munication of the Gth ult. should b(! re- 
garded as cantidontial, ho would not 
have informed this Government otlicial- 
ly that he was then writing more fully. 
Wo hope that our Premier will see the 
importance of meeting the public wish 
by publishing Sir Joiin'.s letter. 

BOARD OF SCHOOL TRUSTEES. 

This body held a meeting yesterday, 
the full boai'd being present. The 
resignation of Mr. Clemitson, first 
assistant master of the Boys' School, 
■was received, and advertisements order- 
ed to issue for his successor. Some 
matters connected with tlie ])roposcd 
jughandlcd examination about Christ- 
mas-time, were discussed. In the 
course of the discussion the important 
fact was disclosed that one of the 
teachers in tho Girls' Department has 
never passed a qualifying e.vamination, 
but for two years past has tauglit and 
drawn the salary provided for holders 
of first-class certificates under a tem- 
porary certificate granted by the Super- 
intendent! This di.sclosuro caused 
much commotion and tho Board broke 
up to meet on an e.arly day for further 
ventilation. Why are not tlic doors 
thrown open and the public taken into 
tho confidence of the J'oard 1 This 
hole-in-the-corner method of conduct- 
ing the.affairs of tho most important 
department under the Government is 
most reprehensible. If abuses have 
crept into the schools, tlie taxpayers" 
should be made acquainted with them 
in their fullest details.

jMontreal, Oct. 21 — Tlio impressions 
as to tho verdict in tlio case of Sir 
Francis Hincks are many and varied. 
All e-xpross surprise at the result. Mr. 
Angus, late of tho Bank of Montreal, 
calls it unjust, and say,? it will bo diffi- 
cult to find a bairk president liereafter. 
Mr. Weir, of tho Jacques Cartier Bank, 
called tho Judge's charge most unfairly 
strong. Mr. W. Thomas, of Molson's 
Banlc, believed the verdict unfair, and 
said, "Ye.storday I would not have be- 
lieved tliat Sir Francis would have 
been found guilty, but to-day, when I 
was informed that tlie Judge's charge 
was .so strong against him, it greatly 
surprised me." 

The following is tho penalty govern- 
ing the case: — "Under the Act 32 and 
33 Vic. sec. 7C. cap. 21, any director 
found guilty of making fraudulent false 
statements ia liable to be imprisoned 
in the penitentiary for any term not 
exceeding seven years and not less 
than two yenr.s, or bo imprisoned in 
any otlicr jail or place of conlinenicut 
for any terra loss than two years with 
or without hard labor, and with or 
without solitary conrinemcnt. 

Tho utmost oxciteiuent is said to 
prevail among tho other directors of 
the hank, who soom to believe that the 
verdict will bo the basis for a civil ac- 
tion on the part of the shareholders 
against them for the amount of their 
losses, as each director's name is mark- 
ed "present" at tho meeting at which 
tlio return M-as made.

— In tho Lord 
Mayor's Court at the Mansion House 
to-day, at tho conclusion of a caso whore- 
in a bookseller was summoned for ex- 
posing photographs of semi-nude Zulus, 
the summons having been clismissscd, 
Alderman Notlege, who is Director of 
the London Stereoscopic and Photo- 
grapliic Company, whicii printed tlie 
photogi'aplis, arose and said: "On last 
Thursday, when I was not here — " 

Tho Lord Mayor interrupted him, 
and said, "I cannot allow you to ad- 
dress the Court — " [Cries of "shame," 
accompanied by hisses and uproar.] 

Alderman Notlege. — "I insist upon 
my right as a magistrate, to be heard 
here."

The Lord Mayor — "Officer, do your 
duty."

The Lord Mayor, returning, ortlered 
the Court to be cleai-ed. A .scone of 
wild confusion and tumult, with groans 
and cheers, ensued. 

Alderman Notlege — "Should you 
decline to hear mo, and you are sup- 
posed to bo dispensing justice from 
that seat, I impeach you in tho name 
of the citizens of London, with havinj; 
brought discredit on your office, and 
with having violated the duty which 
belongs to that ancient chair." 

The Court was then cleared, amidst 
groans, chcei^ hisses, cries of "Shame," 
and great uproar and excitement.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, Nov. 3. — At about 
9 o'clock this evening a fire broke out 
in an old wooden rookery occupied as 
a .<:aloon, restaurant and lodging liouso 
at the corner of Pacific and Davis 
street The upper portion burned of! 
and wlieu the fire was extinguished 
the body of tho wife of Eobort Graves, 
living in the upper portion of the 
building, was found nearly consumed. 
Her husband was found in tho hall 
very badly burned. He is likely to 
dio from his injuriea The fire is sup- 
posed to have originated from the up- 
setting of a lamp in Graves' room. 

This afternoon Daniel Harrigan, 
special policciiianj nnd John ^Ic- 
DonncU engaged in a .sculllo in John 
Sheelian's .saloon at tho corner of 
Greenwich and Brodcrick streets. A. 
quarrel followed, when Harrigan in- 
vited him outride to settle tho afiair. 
Harrigan went out, followed by Mc- 
Donnell, and as the latter came out of 
the door Harrigan fired two shots at 
him without eiVect. ilcDoiincU walk- 
ed away in an opposite direction, when 
Harrigan, who had two pistols, fired 
two more shots, tho last ono taking 
effect in McDonnell's throat, causing 
almost instant death. TTarrigan was 
arrested and locked uji. Ho claims 
that McDonnell had previously threat- 
ened his life. The story is not credit- 
ed, as McDonnell had tho reputation of 
being a quiet man, except when in 
liquor and was unarmed at the time of 
the difhculty. 

UNITED STATES. 
Boise City, Nov. 3. — An old man 
by tlio name of Nelson Henry Harson 
had sent his son money to come to this 
country and demanded interest. Last 
Saturday tliey had some words about 
it at tho old man's house on the Pay- 
ette, thirty-three miles from hero, and 
on the son's starting; to leave without 
paying the interest his father took 
down a shot gun and filled him full of 
buck-shot in the back. Tlie son is in a 
critical condition and the old man is in 
jail. 

New York, Nov. 3. — Steamships 
arriving from Europe report severe 
weather on the Banks of Newfound- 
land which detained them from 24 to 
48 hours beyond schedule time. Steam- 
ship Albania from Cardiff, Oct 2ntli, 
was thrown so far over on her side tliat 
it was difiicult to keep her headed up to 
the gale and seas swept over her decks 
fore and aft, carrying overboard every- 
thing moveable and doing slight dam- 
age to upper works. 



Severe Ealns In Jamaica-Loss of Lifo. 



Kingston, Jamasca, Oct. 22. — Se- 
vere rains in this island from tho lltli 
to the 14tli did serious injury to prop- 
erty in Kingston, St. Andrew and 
Port Boyal Mountains. Some thir- 
teen lives were lost in Kingston, while 
horses, mules, sheep, goats, huge trees 
nnd timbers, bridges, houses, sacks of 
coffee, and plain tain trees were swept 
out to sea. Great distress prevails 
among tho people. Telegraph lines 
have been thrown down and communi- 
cation with many districts stopped. Busi- 
ness has been almost entirely suspended 
in consequence. Captain Woostre of tho 
steamer Etna reports that about twenty 
miles northeast of Morant Point ho pass- 
ed a number of dead horses, shoop, goats, 
cows, logs of mahogany and cedar.

She said, "He's going 
to be President and that's the reason I 
married him, for you know he isn't 
pretty." 

While prancing around at a picnic 
near Charleston, S. C, a few days ago 
John T. Parker heard the report of a 
pistol close by him, but as picnics and 
pistols run in the same groove thei-e- 
abouts he paid little attention to the 
matter.

Thoy 
could find no means of retreat as he 
iiad blocked the passage to the doors, 
and seeing that no other alternative 
remained but to defend themselves, 
the jailer and Sir, Stevenson drew 
their revolvers and fired siniultaiicou.sly, 
both iiifiicting mortal wounds upon 
their assailant from which ho died. 
The people of Phoenix, on the following 
day, concluding that tliO prisoners in 
their jail needed an example to deter 
them from any further demonstration, 
took two of the most notorious crimin- 
als incarcerated, and hanged them to a 
pole in the business part of the town.-
